THE WAR NEWS. 

The noWB received from tlio East last 
night is of a highly interesting and excit- 
ing character. The ttimioB north uf tbo 
Balkans having been largely reiu forced 
are prepurcd for a forward mo vemout. Sii- 
lieman Pasba'a nttoinpt to carry ScUipka 
PaBB would appear to ho a waste of men 
and materinl without any corresponding 
advantage. The losses of the Turks have 
been enormous, and not withstanding that 
Sulieman Pasha claims to have blockaded 
tke Eussians, the latter seem to regularly 
Moeive supplies from Gabrova, 13 milos 
ftway. The Russian armies in Asia, in- 
spirited probably by the Inrgo withdraw- 
al of Turkish troops to reint'oroo the Um> 
ubinn army, commencod i\ forward move- 
ment on Friday. By far t.bo moat omin- 
ous intelligence ia tbo forwurd uiovonieut 
of the Serviiui army, -10,000 strong. Tlio 
Servians -wero supposed to ho hold in 
chock by a feiir that Au^triii would es- 
pouse the ciiuso of tbo Turks; but a well- 
informed jonrnol at Pesth asserts that Iho 
Servian demonstration -will not aflfeot the 
entente cordxale between Bussia, Austria 
and Prussia. The object of the conference 
at Ischl three weeks ago by the Emper- 
ors of Germany and Austrii ia udw plain 
enough. Austria has been quieted will 
promises, probably, of territorial aggran- 
dizement, and Sorvia may bo counted a; 
among the combatants. Sbould the pro 
sent campiiign result in Ibo defeat of the 
Turks, the llns-iaiis, who now hold tbo 
principal passes of the I3alkuus, will 
sweep through that chain and establish 
themselves on its 'southern eido for the 
winter, where they will prepare for a 
movement on Constantinople next spring. 
On the other hand, should the Russiuiia 
meet with defeat thoy must retiro Nortli 
of the Danube, discomtitled and ruined. 
In France the political ogitatiou is in 
creasing. Gambetta has beoa arraigned 
before the Court for making a speech at 
Lille that is considered slanderous and 
insulting to the President and his Minis- 
ters, lie has met the nccusatiou with 
qniet dignity. All signs go to show that 
Prance is on the brink of a great political 
trouble. The news from tbo East during 
the next few daysi will bo fr.aught with 
much interest, and the time when Great 
Britain will consider her interests jsopar- 
dizod by tbc situation of affairs in Turkey 
laay arrive soouor than many imagine.

Proselytism never found 
muuh favour amoug the Q<5ntilea who 
know of i\Iovmonism from it.s inception, 
but in foreign lands lirighaui's apostkiH 
have rar(>ly faili.'il to find favour and con- 
verts. 'I'heir ;succo^s lias not been so 
much dej)eiuloiit on the wondrous eflici- 
enoy of their religion as on tha tolas they 
told of Utah. The listeners were often won 
to the faith solely becouse it had its seat in 
the land of the beo bivo.

The 
TurlvH have been roceiving roiuforco- 
nionts iiioro rapidly and m greater 
numbers than tho lIuasiauH and uro 
beginning to take tiio ofl'iju.sivo all 
along tbo lino, '.riio coircspondent 
thou detaila tho movements already 
known against SobipkaPass and byiMo- 
heniefc Ali's army. Ho says it seonis 
the former movouK'nt waanot (.'aloulat- 
ed upon or i)rovideil against. Tho 
TiirlkS are also keeping the IhiKsiauH 
on tho Plevna front on tho continual 
qui vivo by couceutratlug troojDS as if 
about to attack. Nothing could give 
a bettor idea of the critical position of 
tho Russians than the fact that tho 
corrospoudontH cannot now risk giving 
tho numljer of troop.s auywhoro for 
fear of giving informatiou to tho Turks, 
whon a few weeks ago no secret was 
made of any movomont, Tiio Kussians 
from the rapid and brilliant oU'enbivo 
upon which tliey acted up to the battle 
of Plevr.a bavo fallen back ou the luOHt 
timid defensive and feel llionisclves 
dangerously threatened on every side. 
So for from attacking Plevna again 
they are fortifying their ijositions hero 
in the strongoat maniuir and are evi- 
dently determined to make a desperate 
resistanco if attacked; but for tho 
present, at least, uro not dreaming of 
taking the oU'eusive. Beinforcements 
aro arriving very slowly; although it is 
known that throe out of four divisions 
have cro-ssed tho Danube since tho 
battle of PJevua. I have not yet been 
able to ascertain where they have gone 
nor can I see any indications of the 
Hussians taking the oft'ensive for a 
long time yet. Tho results of ncd 
adopting a vigorous olVciisivu after tho 
battle of Plevna will evidently bo a 
s^econd campaign, a winter pasiiod in 
Bulgaria and the Balkans amidst snow 
and mud, tho loss of half tho army by 
sickness and the expenditure of mil- 
lions, lliissian public feeling is very 
di'jsatiKiicd. The newspapers while 
admitting tho carnage of tho soldiers 
generally .speak contemptuously of tho 
generals.

Tho London I'imes, in a lengthy editor-

It was urged as an excuse for the 
treaty tbat no other tf rms wero obtain- 
able. It would have been better to have 
had no Wasliitigton Treaty tliaii tu b.-ivo 
failed to provide U>\- tlio t-eltlcnumt 
of the difliculty. It was intended to re- 
move all points in disjiutc, but there is 
as mnch in dispute as over. It is a ques- 
tion of commercial policy, on which tho 
Times pronounces no opinion, whether 
tho Canadians would not act wisoly in 
permitting tho fishermen of any national- 
ity to come in and buy bait and ico free- 
ly. There can bu no cpiestion they liave 
tho right to exclude foreign fishermen if 
they choose under the Convention of 1818. 
If tho Washington Tro'ity gavo fuller 
rights of resorting to Canadian waters, it 
allows tbat compeuHation may be rcjquii- 
od for tho concession. T!k, Timns sees 
no clear way out of tho difliinilties. Tiio 
best course, perhaps, would bo fur tho 
two Govornmeuta to como to a prelimin- 
ary agreement to give the OommiBsionors 
power to decide the whole of the cases 
laid before thorn, giving (such an eidarKcd 
interitretation to the chuiHes of tlu!

THE EMBARKATION OF TROOPS FOR 
■ THJ: MEDITERRANEAN. 

SCENES AND INCIDENTS. " 



The . LbMon gives a description 
of the embarkation of the troops recently 
ordered to Gibraltarin the courso of which 
it Bays:— Tho material of tho battalion 
showed a great improvomont upon tho 
troppa previously embarked. Though 
mainly composed of recruits, not more 
than a hundred of the rank and iilo hav- 
ingneen'more than a year's sorvieo, iho 
soldiers wore on the whole older, taller 
and stronger than their brothers in arms. 
On this occasion — tho time being again 
tho dinner hour of tho dockyard mon— 
the regulatiou prohibiting tho playing of 
music through tho yard was suspended. 
WhoH the head of the column had arrived 
ot the semaphore aroh it was found that 
the Crocodile had* not yet reached her 
berth and tho men wore kept etanding at 
eaHo(?) for an hour under a tropical sun 
aud in a lino extoiidiug from tho Camber 
Bridge all tho way up " ,Sunny Lane," be- 
fore tho vossol was ready to receive them. 
The band and tho lirst company embark- 
ed at half past two preoisely, and by throe 
o'clock all wero on board. The baggage 
was soon passed ou board, and so far as 
tho transport arrangements wore concern- 
ed, tlio ylnp might have takon her depar- 
ture while tho troops wore settling down 
to their welcome dinner; but, as it is con- 
sidored neither safe not expedient to send 
thoso floating castles to sea upon the ebb, 
there was no alternative but to wait for 
tho turn of the tide. It waj cou.soquentlv 
a quarter past seven in tho ovoning before 
the tugs took her in tow and assisted to 
swing her around in tho midst of an ex- 
ciloiiKmt and euthu.siasm whieh had mar- 
voUoiisly increased during tho previous 
twenty-four hours. There wa.s tho cus- 
tomary group of friends and ofBcors upon 
tho jetties who cheered as tho ship let go 
her mooring tackle; but it was from tho 
shore and men-of-war in harbor that the 
troops racoived tho loudest cheers as they 
steamed out, the band on board playing 
meanwhile, "Should auld acqnaintunco 
bo forgot." On this occasion the trucks 
of all three deckers wero manned by sym- 
pathizing blue Jackets, cap in hand, whilo 
one of the heartiest obulitto proceed- 
ed from the shrouds and sjiurd of tho St. 
A''incont Truiniug ship, which bad boon 
somewhat reiui.-iB on tho previousoveuing. 
Tho piers wero densely packed with spec- 
tators, tho band at South ,Soa playing 
"Homo, Swoot Homo" and "Rule Britan- 
nia" as tho Crocodile steamed past. TIio 
ramparts and tho boaoh wero also crowd- 
ed with podiilo, wdioso various greetings 
and farewells did not cease until the 
mighty ship, rounding tho Spit buoy, 
turned its prow to tho west just as tho 
sunset gnn from the platform fired its 
nightly salute.

As though Lord Derby had not enough 
on Ilia hands already, an Englishman 
named Shorting, who resides in Italy has, 
.so a London coiro.spoudont siiys, nearly 
driven tho noble Stanley crazy. Shorting 
is a cotton lord from Manchester, with a 
couple of millions at Lis bankor's or in 
consols. In 1875 ho retired from busi- 
ness, aud by way of a long vaoation west 
to Italy and built a mansion on the shores 
of Lake Como. Before ho had boon thero 
a mouth he fell foul of tho local authori- 
ties by denouncing them as corrupt aud 
drunken. Ho hold that the Mayor was a 
"wine-sot" aud a "murderer" because 
that dignitary is the proprietor of several 
excellent vineyards. Shorting also brand- 
ed the doputy-prcfoct as "a riotous and 
death-dealing bound," tho latter beiug 
landlord of a large hotel. He closed his 
attack on tho municipal government by 
insinuating tliat any citizen wdio submitt- 
ed to the rule of such men was "a coward 
baser than a slave." Tho local authori- 
ties, however, kept their temper, and 
gave no oause for offence to tho stern tern - 
perance mau, until assessment timQ came. 
Shorting was called upon to make a de- 
claration as to the value or rental of his 
house, and ho fixed it at 100 lire (nearly 
X9), whilo the local assessors valuotl it at 
320 lire. Shorting appealed, and his as- 
sessment was roducod to 300 lire. Not 
satisfied with this ho appealed again, but 
the case went aguin&t him. Then he in- 
voked the protection and interference of 
the Foreign Oflaco. A second grievance 
w.^s soon added. There is levied in Italy 
a tax ou householders, called tho tassa di 
famtgtia, its amount being regulated by 
the assumed income of tho owner. The 
highest rate is 20 lire a year, and as Mr. 
Shorting was assumed to be a geutlemau 
of considerable property, he was rated at 
this highest sum. Mr. Shorting found 
iu this a two-fold grievance. In tlio first 
place, rating was too high as compared 
«iLh tlie amount paid Ijy llidian residents, 
aud in tho next place, as lio did not ))ar,f, 
all his time nt his mansion, tho Villa liel- 
monte, he maintaiQod that ho was not a 
regular resident, and so not subjeot to the 
tax at all. Hero was a fresh subject of 
reclamation to the Ambassador, and 
through him to Lord Derby, but liis moa- 
suro of sulleriiig was not yet full, lie 
sent (Ive p.ackages from Loiidou to Tjake 
C'oino, and he wrote ou thoiu special in- 
structions that thoy wore not to beoijen- 
ed at the frontier, but be sent on intact to 
bo opened when thoy roacliod their desti- 
nation. Nevertheless, iu spite of those 
writl(!ii directions, tho ])ackagos wore 
ojioned at tho frontier, tho (lustnm House 
oillcors insisting uiion their right to search 
for contraband in detianco of his wishes. 
Again Mr. Shorting appealed to Sir A. 
Paget and to Lord Derby, and sot tho 
whole machinery of the Foreign Oflice in 
motion. Ho had now threo grievances, 
an over-ausessiuont of his now house, the 
iiiqiositiou of tho house duty, and tho 
opening of his packages at tho frontier, 
and ho kept pLaying with tliom like a oon- 
jiiror with, three balls, keeping them all 
in the air at onoe, till the Foreign Office 
must have wished him in Timbuctoo. 
livery letter ho wrote toomed with abuse 
against all concerned. His let tors wero re- 
turned to him on account of thoir inso- 
lonco, but ho wrote again. Piuullyhagot 
an indulgent memljor of tho House of 
Commons to move for a return of tho oor- 
rospondeuco in his case, and the result 
was u Parliamojitry return containing 
iicventy printed folios of dispatches, let- 
ters, otc, all about Shorting's rout and 
taxes. 

Tho last latter of tho Shorting corros- 
poudonco was rooeivod by Lord Derby, 
says tho corronpondent, tho very day lie 
wrote tho famous note to Russia. Hero 
in an extract from it: "1 trust that the 
hour may como v,'lii>ii y(3ur lordship will 
feel Hoino poi tion of tho tortures which 
you have iiillictod upou mo. You have 
robbod me of my right as an Englishman
